Rochester, .W Y„ March u.—Prince 
Henry of Prussia traveled from Chi­ 
cago to Niagara Falls today, crossed 
the Canadian frontier for a brief stay, 
during which he was officially wel­ 
comed by the Dominion, and resumed 
his journey tonight, bound lor Boston 
over the Xew York Central line. 
His 
longest stop in almost 30 hours of 
| continuous traveling was at Niagara 
falls, which he saw bridged in with 
ice. 
He viewed the Horseshoe falls 
from Table rock, the American falls 
from t h e ledge over the whirlpool on 
the Canadian shore, rode down the 
gorge to a point below the lower whirl­ 
pool. and there inspected the plant of 
the Xiagara Power company which 
j ( o h s c i l s the f o r c e of nature to the use 
of commerce. He was much impressed 
by the falls, and as he stood on Table 
rock looking across at the horseshoe 
he said: 


"It is magnificent; it is grand.“ 
He was also much impressed by the 
swirling rapids down the gorge, and 
when he. left his car at the whirlpool 
he stood for several minutes watching 
the tumbling of the waters. 


The special train had traversed the 
distance between Milwaukee and Chi­ 
cago. had crossed Indiana, and was 
well on its way over Ohio before 
Prince Henry arose. He was worn out 
when he left Milwaukee and he did not 
respond to demonstrations by the peo­ 
ple of Toledo and of Sandusky. 
He 
did not receive notice of the intention 
of the citizens of Toledo to formally 
receive him, and his first knowledge 
of their plans was conveyed to him by 
their band playing “Die Wacht. Am 
Rhino.” 
It was too late then to get 
up and Toledo did not see him. 
At 
Cleveland there was a friendly demon­ 
stration. 
Here Peter Karpp, formerly 
a bugler in the German army, climbed 
into the car for a reunion with the 
prince which 
greatly 
pleased both. 
Karpp was a sailor with. Prince Henry 
back in 1877 and they were shipmates 
for more than tw'o years. The prince 
recognized him at once, and, taking 
him by the hand, led him into the car. 
They talked over the old days while a 
crowd looked on with approval. 


At Eric, Pa., was a great crowd. 
Women and children were’ wedged 
in against the train and the effort to 
check the 
swirling 
crowd 
which 
pressed in from the rear was useless. 
Several women 
fainted and anybody 
near the center of the crowd was sub­ 
mitted to dangerous pressure. 
Mrs. 
Harriet Gridley 
and 
Miss Gridley, 
wife and daughter of Captain Gridley. 
the man who fought the Olympia at 
Manila hay. were received on the train 
by Admiral Evans, who went to the 
naval academy with the captain, and 
were presented to the prince. 
All 
through the morning as the train ran 
through a corner of Pennsylvania and 
out into the state of New York, there 
were crowds at the stations anxious 
to see the prince and tender assurance 
of 
friendship. 
At 
Buffalo, 
Mayor 
Knight welcomed the prince and the 
local German 
singing societies sang. 
It was 2:4r> o'clock when the special 
arrived at Buffalo and 15 minutes later 
it w’as steaming to Niagara Falls. At 
Niagara Falls station the prince was 
met by Mayor Butler and a large re­ 
ception committee and formally bidden 
to the city. 


When Mayor Butler concluded Dr. 
AS’illiam Snyder spoke in behalf of the 
Germans of the city. The princc did 
not make a speech in response but 
thanked both of them for their greet­ 
ing. 
The prince was then driven to 
the Canadian side, accompanied by a 
mounted escort, made 
up of local 
militia officers. Midway on the bridge 
which spans the rapids the prince was 
met by the man who spoke for the 
Canadian government and people.

Washington, Marqh 5.—Governor Taft 
was questioned further today by the 
members of the house committee, on 
the condition of the slaves in the Phil­ 
ippines. 
The commission 
had 
un­ 
dertaken no legislation as to slavery, 
and the action taken by the military 
had been 
first, to release 
Christian 
slaves, and second, to prevent slave 
raiding parties from capturing slaves. 
Besides this constant moral influence 
was being exercised to the eradication 
of the system. 


Representative Patterson of Tenessee 
asked if the dato could enforce the 
death penalty against slaves and Gov. 
Taft answered that the dato’s author­ 
ity extended to the death penalty, af­ 
ter trial. 
He spoke of the compara­ 
tively low state of the Moros who com­ 
prise the slave holding class and said 
troops always would be needed In Moro 
localities, not necessarily a military 
government, but civil government with 
military force behind it. 
The Moros 
were, he said, warlike, but not for­ 
midable, and he gave an amusing ac­ 
count of a wàr between, a sultan and 
a dato, lasting two months, with the 
loss of two killed and four wounded. 
The governor said polygamy was con­ 
fined to the da.tos and head men. Rep­ 
resentative' yniUqms of Illinois, asked 
if any sultans, or datos were carried 
on the American pay rolli ' Governor 
Taft said he believed Datò Mandi was, 
as the commission has .recommended 
his appointment as a ¡forest ranger.

George H. Daniels, gen­ 
eral passenger agent of the New York 
Central, will accompany the party to 
Boston and New York. 
He was pre­ 
sented to the prince. 


Fully 20,000 
people 
crowded the 
train shed and the station of the New 
York Central railroad and additional 
thousands lined the tracks for blocks 
east and west of the station or had 
positions of vantage on roofs and in 
windows of tall buildings when at 
8:25 o’clock the 
arrival 
of 
Prince 
Henry’s special train at the city line 
was announced by the firing of a bomb 
at. the end of the train house.

diately red fir« burst forth on the tops 
of hundreds of buildings, searchlights 
pointed out the American and German 
flags suspended from kites in mid-air. 
and five minutes later amid a grand 
pyrotechnic display the train bearing 
the royal visitor drew slowly into the 
crowded train shed.

pulled into the station the Fifty-fourth 
Regiment band played “Die Wacht Am 
Rhine," and a salute of 21 guns was 
fired, but the remainder of the program 
was not carried 
out 
as had been 
planned. 
The First and Eighth sep­ 
arate companies and the-Second naval 
reserves had been stationed at both 
ends of the train shed in order to hold 
the crowds in check but as the last 
car of the prince’s train reached the 
roped-off area the surging, cheering 
throng outside brushed the militiamen 
aside and 30 seconds later had packed 
almost to suffocation every inch - of 
space in the train house and station. 
Fully a dozen women fainted in tho 
crush and it was with, great difficulty 
that they were taken out. Fortunately 
none was seriously injured. 


In the meantime 
the assemblage 
was cheering and shouting as if mad. 
After several fruitless efforts had been 
made to check the enthusiasm, the re­ 
ception committee gave up that portion 
of the program which called for sing­

prince’s car, where they were intro­ 
duced to Prince Henry by German 
Ambassador von Holleben.

All through his relation of the 
affair the two prisoners a t the bar were 
visibly ag itated and K uykendall was 
unable to suppress the contem ptuous 
and derisive smile on his face. 
Lake, 
the other defendant, and the older of 
the two men, did not b etray his feelings 
by any facial expression. 
Upon cross- 
exam ination, A ttorney Engley, for the 
defense, w as 
not able to 
extract a 
single contradiction from Friedstein in 
regard lo his story. 
Tlie cross-exam ­ 
ination w as fast and furious, but the 
w itness held up well under it. 
On the 
stand Friedstein swore th a t he had been 
prom ised no im m unity from punish­ 
m ent, nor was there anything offered 
him to obtain the confession which, as 
he stated, he voluntarily made, believ­ 
ing th a t it wiould be the best course to 
follow. 
H is story was as follows: 
“We, K uykendall, L ake and myself, 
left Cripple Creek on the 1:20 High Line 
electric car and got off a t the Eagle 
sam pler. 
Two of us wore 
overcoats 
which were hidden under the floor of 
the sh aft house a t the No. 2 Independ­ 
ence shaft, to which we im m ediately 
proceeded. 
W e w ent dowti into the 
sh aft 400 feet and then into the siope. 
W e exam ined a. m uck-pile in the d rift 
to see if we could find some high grade. 
It w as shortly after 4 o’clock when we 
were discovered. 
W e im m ediately put 
out our lights, when a voice called to 
us, asking us to come out. 
I don't re­ 
m em ber 'exactly w hat 
followed, 
but 
K uykendall called out to the other 
p arty th a t we were com ing out in their 
direction. 
W e 
turned and w ent 
the 
other way and several volleys of shots 
were, exchanged. 
W e got aw ay w ith­ 
out know ing we had hit anyone and 
proceeded out the w ay we 
cam e in, 
clim bing up the ladders in the No. 2 
shaft. 
W e heard m ore shooting after 
we got out. 
W e w alked along the c.ar 
track to Cripple Creek and arrived here 
about 7 o'clock. 


"This w as the fourth tim e the three 
of us had visited the m ine together for 
the purpose of stealing high grade; W e 
went there in the la tte r p a rt of No­ 
vember, and about the middle of De­ 
cem ber. 
The first tim e we secured no 
booty, but the second tim e got $21 out 
of the job and the third tim e $6. Lake 
and K uykendall said they 
had been 
there before.” 


The la tte r p art of this inform ation 
w as elicited 
during the 
exam ination 
and cross-questioning. Friedstein iden­ 
tified the clothes, guns and belongings 
of the three m en and identified the club 
shaped electric flash as being K uyken­ 
dall’s, having been purchased on a re­ 
cent trip to Denver. Two of these elec­ 
tric lan tern s had been bought, but one 
of them had fallen to the bottom of the 
sh aft on a previous v isit to the w ork­ 
ings. 
The ore sacks th a t were upon 
exhibition were Identified as the ones 
th a t the m en had taken w ith them for 
the purpose of carrying off their booty. 
The ore sacks had been dropped during1- 
the fight to the bottom of the No. 2 
sh aft

He stated th a t K uykendall had won 
honors for his brave services to his 
country in the Philippines, during the 
Spanish war, and th a t Lake had en­ 
listed to go to Cuba.

The governor of this state 
has called this assem bly in special ses­ 
sion to pass a revenue bill, etc.: and 
“ W hereas, This assem bly is now p rac­ 
tically re-enacting the old taw in force 
previous to the convening of the T h ir­ 
teenth general assem bly and still in 
l’orce and effect; therefore, be it 
“Resolved, By the house of represen­ 
tatives, the senate concurring therein, 
T h at the T hirteenth general assem bly 
be and is hereby declared a failure; and 
that, we do now adjourn sine die.’’ 
R epresentative B radley presented a 
check for 510 in paym ent of his fine for 
contem pt. 
In presenting the check M r. 
B radley said: 


“The house did right in fining me, and 
I hope the sam e action will be invoked 
on every m em ber who is not present to 
vote. I pay the fine willingly, but I pro­ 
te st against an u n ju st assau lt on m y 
honor m ade by the speaker.

Denver, Feb. 2S.—The house will not 
pass the revenue bill on third reading 
until tomorrow. 
It had beeu thought 
that the measure could be passed to­ 
day, but late In the afternoon the ques­ 
tion as to whether or not the bill 
should be printed came up, and in or­ 
der to prevent any mistakes, it was 
decided to again print it in its entirety 
before passing it. The printing will be 
completed during the night. 


The ouly thing of interest in the 
house today was an. address to a 
question of personal privilege, by Rep­ 
resentative Dickerson, the leader of 
the Republican contingent. 
He re­ 
plied at length to an article in a local 
paper, which accused the Republicans 
of voting to exempt tlie rich from 
taxation as against the poor. His wordB, 
were well timed and were warmly 
supported by 2i of the fusionists who 
voted with the Republicans on the 
questions at issue. 


The senate spent the day in discuss^ 
ing the merits of the Barela bill which 
provides for the repealing oi the . sub­ 
mission clause of the Bucklin bill. The 
debate assumed a time-killing aspect, 
as the senators had nothing else to do 
and were as well off discussing Mr. 
Bucklih’s bill as doing anything else. 
Late this evening they adopted a mo­ 
tion to postpone further consideration 
on the measure until April 15. 
Their 
idea was to place the date far enough 
in the future as to guarantee that this 
session will 
not 
last 
until it is 
reached. If the future is to be judged 
by the past, there Is large poBsibiuty 
that they erred in their judgment.

The above are but two of the many 
criticisms that were passed upon the 
revenue bill while it was adopted on 
third reading in the house this morn­ 
ing. 
There were 10 votes recorded 
against it, and many of those who 
voted in the affirmative, did so under 
protest. 
Aside from this, there is an­ 
other question which arises and that 
is as to the constitutionality of the 
bil. 
There is a possibility that all of 
the constitutional requirements have 
not been complied with in its passage. 
The amendments made to the bill on 
second reading were printed as amend­ 
ments to the report of the committee 
of the whole, but they were not printed 
a3 amendments to the bill. Last even- 
this matter was brought up and the 
doubt in the minds of the members 
was so pronounced that they agreed 
to defer the vote on final passage 
until Monday, when the entire bill 
would have been printed, but this 
morning a number of the members 
wanted to go home, and a motion to 
vote immediately was carried despite 
the protest of some of tne members. 
The point involved is not exactly the 
same as the one raised against the 
bill last year, but it has some of the 
same features. 
Speaker Montgomery 
and Judge Schweigert are 
of 
the 
opinion that the bill as passed is 
valid, while Senator Ammons, chair­ 
man of the finance committee of the 
senate, is of the opinion that it does 
not meet the constitutional require­ 
ments. 
It is possible that the senate 
may return the bill to the house for 
correction before they will act.

The measure as it passed the house 
is à complete victory for the mining 
men, but it cannot be called a parjty 
measure, bécàüse practically every ag­ 
ricultural man who voted for it did 
so under protest against the mining 
section. 
Their objection to this sec­ 
tion is that the largé mines are prac­ 
tically exempted. 
They ciaim that 
the companies’ influence can arrange 
a system of overcharging by the rail­ 
roads and smelters with a rebate pro­ 
vision Avhich will prevent the smelter 
returns from showing any net pro­ 
ceeds. 
They claim that the small 
mine owner cannot make such an ar­ 
rangement and will ' be compelled to 
pay a higher proportion of taxes than 
the rich. 
The farmers also contend 
that under the wording of tlie section 
it is Impossible to define what is meant 
by net proceeds and that there iB 
nothing mandatory in the section de­ 
fining this term, and that every as­ 
sessor in the state can have a different 
definition to the word. 


Previous to the taking of the final 
vote, the farmers made their last at­ 
tempt to amend this section, but it 
failed. 
They had drafted an entirely 
new section which met the approval of 
27 of the membei’S, but these 27 lacked 
three votes when they attempted to 
incorporate it in the bill. Another at­ 
tempt was made to refer the entire 
matter to a committee of five to be 
composed of two mining men, two agri­ 
cultural men, and one man represent­ 
ing both sections, but this attempt 
failed, and the &nal vote was taken. 


Mr. Bell in 
explaining 
his 
vote 
classed the measure as unfair and un­ 
just. and voted for it under protest 
against the mining section. 
Lubers 
thought it placed a. tax on that class 
of property not prepared to bear the 
burden. 
He realized that there were 
a few good features in the bill, so lent 
it his support, but with the under­ 
standing that his people would not in­ 
dorse it at the polls. 
McLean called 
it class 
legislation, because 
it ex­ 
empted the insurance companies from 
the flat tax. 
I-Ie said in this feature 
he believed it was unconstitutional. 
He regarded the bill as having been 
shorn oC every feature which would 
commanl votes. Cannon supported the 
measure, but conceded that the min­ 
ing section was absolutely unjust to 
the small mine owners. 
Neeley did 
not believe 10 men in the house con­ 
scientiously favored the bill. 
He said 
he would not lend his support to any 
bill which compelled the agricultural 
interests of the state to bear all the 
burdens of taxation. 
Mr. Whitelaw 
was of the opinion that the mining 
section as passed would work a great 
injustice to his people. 
He was abso-i 
lutely opposed to that section, and was 
of the opinion that the Democratic 
party was lost if it did not change that 
feature of the bill. 
He recognized 
some merits in the measure, however, 
and would lend it his support with 
the understanding that it did not carry, 
to the mining features.

Killing the State. 


The lower body of the m ost unfortun­ 
ate T hirteenth general assem bly In ex­ 
tra session assem bled, has decreed th a t 
the m ining industry has not been a d d ­ 
ing enough to the m achine and th a t 
henceforth m ines will be taxed a t their 
“full cash valuation,” 
w hatever 
th a t 
m ay m ean and we fear it will m ean a 
g reat deal to 
the Leadville 
district, 
where a num ber of the low grade pro ­ 
ducers keep open on the profit of a 
few cents per ton net. 


Ünder the m easure th a t i? now being 
tinkered to pass m uster in the courts, 
tliè mines of the state are called on to 
pay taxes on one-fourth the gross out- 
piit. which is not a fair m anner of a s­ 
sessing this kind of property. 
It puts 
a prem ium on the high grade producing 
m ines and m akes it exceedingly hard 
for thé low grade 
producers, 
which 
la tte r niust alw ays be the m ainstay of 
the §tate. 


A big producer a t Cripple Creek will 
output ore th a t will run $40 per ton. 
A fter all charges one-half a t least will 
be profit. T h at mine has a yearly ton­ 
nage of 25,000 tons, which should m ean 
a gross output of $1,000,000, or a n a s­ 
sessm ent of S‘J30,#00 for taxation p u r­ 
poses. The profit from the mines would 
be $500,000. 


A Leadville mine 'will ship 100,000 tons 
per year, a fte r m any thousands of dol­ 
lars have been expended 
on 
"dead- 
w ork'' and m achinery. 
The gross o u t­ 
put would be placed a t $1,000,000. 
The 
charges for m ining and sm elting would 
be nine dollars per ton. which would 
leave a profit of $100,000. 
The assess­ 
m ent on the Leadville property for ta x ­ 
ation purposes would be the sam e as 
th a t un the Cripple Crcclc 
property, 
while the actual profit to the Leadville 
ow ner of the mine would be but one- 
fifth of th a t which the Cripple Creek 
owner would receive yearly. 


In this district there are m ines th at 
have been operated 
w ithin 
the past 
year, w here the actual net profit fell 
below 50 cents per ton. 


The "full cash valuation" of a mine 
cannot be com puted in the sam e m an- 
■her as a building for a good m any rea­ 
sons,, one of which is th a t the value is 
not in sight. 
Of course the seven-dol- 
lar-a-day statesm en would find no dif­ 
ficulty in a sm all affair of this kind 
and would m ake it pay “all the traffic 
would bear.” but to the mine m anager 
who has his fortune invested and who 
has to w ork day and night and plan to 
m ake ends meet, it m eans a very great 
deal. There Is one mine in this district 
on which a fortune w as expended in 
sinking a com paratively short distance, 
more than a thousand dollars a foot. 
In fixing on the full cash value, would 
the prelim inary cost be com puted, or 
would the “full cash value” be figured 
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1 in the sam e m anner as th a t on a mine

Since then this has been a borie of con­ 
tention between the stock men and

A mine m ay be w orth today a million 
dollars, six m onths hence it may be 
w orth alm ost double, or the vein m ay 
have been lost or exhausted and its 
value reduced ten-fold. There are mines 
th a t grow valuable through depth and 
there are m ines th a t loose th eir value 
the deeper the shafts.

TH E PL A N E TS FO R MARCH. 


The planets for the com ing m onth will a ttra c t the attention of early risers 
only. 
N early all of those which ever become conspicuously brilliant are now 
rath er near the sun. and are either a t the present tim e or before the end of 
M arch on the west side of th a t body, so as to be "m orning stars.” N eptune, on 
the other hand, which sends from far-off space a. beam too feeble to lie recog­ 
nized by the naked eye, is close to the boundary between T aurus and Gemini— 
constellations visible all the first half of the night. It happens th a t the rem ain­ 
ing superior planets—U ranus. Saturn, Jupiter. M ars—are arranged as respects 
their angular distances from the sun in the sam e order as th a t of their actu al 
distances from 
him in space—of course, a 
purely accidental circum stance. 
U ranus rises only a little afte r m idnight, then Saturn, which on the 11th of the 
m onth, as the calendar shows, is up twelve m inutes before four o'clock, then 
Jupiter, more than a half hour afte r S aturn, while Mars, last of all, and m uch 
too near the sun to be seen this m onth, rises a few m inutes a fte r sunrise until 
the 29th, but afterw ards a few m inutes before tlie sun. All planets which rise in 
tho m orning before the sun is up m ay be called m orning stars, but the title 
belongs by pre-em inence during M arch to none of those th a t have been thus far 
named, but to Venus, which rises a little a lte r Jupiter, but greatly exceeds him 
in brightness, even as Ju p iter exceeds his precursor, Saturn, w hich in his turn 
surpasses the still earlier rising U ranus. 
For some days before M arch 22, the 
date on which the greatest brilliancy of V«>niis is attained, th a t planet will be 
capable of casting a shadow in the absence of m oonlight, and will be visible near 
the middle of the day to the naked eye, reaching the m eridian about half p ast 
nine o'clock in tho forenoon.

south, whose resolute stan d saved that 
ancient em pire from a n a rc h y an d spol» 
iation.

By patience, by firmness, by sheer 
reasonableness, he im proved 
o u r u n ­

N o su b ject in ter ests th e farm ers of th e U n ited S ta tes m ore than that of the p ossib ility of their 
b ein g a b le to su p p ly th e $100,000.000 w orth of su g a r w hich our people con sum e a n n u a l l y , and som e 
fa cts w h ich h ave recen tly been p resen ted sh o w in g th e rapid grow th in th e p ercen tage w hich b eets are 
n ow su p p lyin g of th e w orld's su gar sh ow s th a t th ey are fully justified in th eir am bition. 


H erew ith are printed ta b les sh o w in g th e p rod uction of can e and beet sugar in th e world for a 


term o f years and th e production and con su m p tion of sugar in the U nited S tate?..................................... 


A n exam ination of an oth er tab le w hich fo llo w s w ill show that in 1840, w hen slave labor pro­ 
d uced n early all th e can e sugar of th e w orld, b eets, w hich w ere grow n in the tem p erate zone and 
ch iefly by free labor, w ere on ly ab le to produce 4.:J5 per cenr. of th e w orld's sugar, although the 
w orld had th en k now n for a hundred years that su gar could be produced from b eets. 
B etw een 1840 
and 1865 sla v ery cea sed to ex ist, and can e-su gar production w as n ecessarily carried on by tree labor, 
p la cin g it in th a t p articular on a lev el w ith b eet sugar. 
S im u ltan eou sly w ith th is d evelopm ent of 
th e w ith d raw al of sla v e labor from th e production o f cane sugar, b eets in creased th eir percen tage of 
th e w orld ’s su gar su p p ly from 4.3.">, in 1840, to 14 per cent, in IS-'.O; 20 per cent. in 1St!<>: 34 per cent, in 
3870, and th ey n ow produce (¡6 p er cent., or tw o-third s of th e world s sugar. 
T his fact sh ow s that the 
fa rm ers of th e tem p era te zon e need no lon ger fear the com p etition of the tropics in th e production 
o f sugar, and esp ecia lly if a reason ab le protection is granted them , as is the case in the U nited S tates, 
and th is is in d icated by th e rapid grow th of b eet-su gar production in the U nited S tates show n in th e 
a cco m p an yin g tab le. 


T h e farm ers of th e country h ave been en cou raged by the R epublican parly in th eir am bition to 
produce the su gar oi th e country. 
T he exp erien ce o f,o th e r n ations and of other parts of th e tem ­ 
p erate zon e h as show n that su gar can be produced from b eets in great q u an tities and at very sm all 
co st and can su c cessfu lly com p ete w ith can e su gar under tbe m ost favorab le circu m stan ces. 
U nder 
th e stim u lu s given to th e b eet-su gar production by R epublican legislation , b eet-sugar factories sprang 
up all over th e U nited S ta tes, and the production o f b eet sugar has alread y reached large proportions 
and is in cr ea sin g w ith w onderful rapidity, as sh ow n by the tab le on page 2r>8. 


T h e first th ou gh t w hich cam e to th e m in d s of th e farm ers w hen th e ev en ts follow in g th e war 
for th e liberation of Cuba brought under our con trol certain tropical areas w as w hether or not th e 
p o ssessio n or control of tropical territory by th e U n ited S ta tes would injure, or perhaps destroy, th e

To go no fu rth er back than th e revolu tion 
w e m ay recall th e con trib u tion s to th e cau se o f freedom 
by B aron von S teu ben and B aron de K alb, and from th at 
tim e up to th e p resen t th ere h as n ev er b een a lack of 
G erm an-born A m erican s a t an y tim e or in an y d ep art­ 
m en t of our n ation al life. 


If w e turn from th e d istin gu ish ed m en w hose nam es 
are household w ords on accou n t of th e prom in en ce of th e 
serv ices th ey h ave rendered to th eir adopted country, to 
th e rank and file of th e G erm an im m igran ts to th is country 


w ho by the hundred th ou san d s h ave contributed of th eir 
brain and m u scle to build up th e great sta tes of th e 
A m erican union, it b ecom es in creasin gly difficult to form 
a fair estim a te or to g iv e an ad eq uate review of the 
G erm an con tribu tion s to A m erica. 
In nearly every sta te 
of th e union, from P en n sy lv a n ia to O regon, th e G erm an 
in flu en ce is as e a sily felt in th e n ation al life as G erm an 
n am es are to be found .on th e m ap or upon th e sig n ­ 
boards o£ th e b usiness' sectio n s of th e cities. 


W e are so accu stom ed to regard our civilization and 
our race as p urely E n g lish , th a t it is so m etim es a d is­ 


a greeab le su rp rise to find th a t oth er n ation s h ave con ­ 
tributed so large a proportion to our p rosperity and ad­ 
van cem en t.

N its issu e o f F ebruary 24, th e P hiladelphia L edger 
p rints a letter, alleged to h ave been w ritten in 1755, 
by G eorge W ashington. 
T he L edger is a new sp ap er 
of sufficient stan d in g and gen eral reputation to w ar­ 
rant m ore than p a ssin g atten tion for w hat at first sigh t 
appears to be a clev er “fa k e.” 
B ut the letter itself is 


so rem arkable th a t it is not lik ely to be accep ted by h is­ 
torians w ith ou t so m eth in g m ore p o sitiv e than th e word 
of an an onym ous new sp ap er correspondent, even though 
it is given p ub licity by such a spon sor as th e L edger. 
T he lettter, w ith th e introduction as given in th e L edger, 
is as follow s: 


Cum berland, Md.. Feb. 23.— T he follow ing le t­ 
ter. w hich is of a prophetic character, w ritten by 
G eorge W ashin gton to H oratio Sharpe, colonial 
governor of M aryland, is in th e p ossession o f J. 
B enson Oder, a resident of Frostburg, Md., and 
hag n ever before i.een published. 


•‘Friday, 13th June. 1755.— Hon'd Sir: 1 am now 
w ith the arm y of H is E xcly. G enl Braddock. en ­ 
cam ped on th e line of m arch leading from Ft. 
C um berland to Ft. N ecessity . 
W hile it is u se­ 
le ss for an in exp erien ced officer lik e m y self to 
d icta te w h at an arm y should do. y et it beh ooves

to

"The road laid out by Col C resap and his In­ 
dian guide, N em aeolin, w hile now rugged and 
steep at places, if not follow ed directly, m arks 
ap proxim ately th e line of travel for the se ttle ­ 
m ent of th e great unknow n w est, and th e m odes 
of travel, I am sure, w ill ch an ge from the sad ­ 
dle h orse to a com fortable, 
sw ift 
conveyance, 
propelled (w ho know s to the contrary?) by th e 
unbridled, u nseen elem en ts w hich, w e know, lie 
dorm ant in nature all around us. 


“To the right of our ram p on th e slig h tly slo p ­ 
in g plateau b etw een the S avage Mtto and W ills 
C reek Mtn is a w ondrous site for a city, and as I 
m use by the campfire. I im agin e th at h ere w ill 
be th e m etrop olis of H is E x cellen cy , Lord B a lti­ 
m ore’s colony.

T he p ublished w ritin g s of W k sh ington , ad m itted ly in­ 
com p lete, con tain tw o letters w ritten to G overnor Sharpe 
of M aryland, one of them on A pril 24, 1754, and th e other 
on Ju ly 20. 1757. 
Both of th ese are form al com m unica­ 
tion s on b u sin ess m atters and th e ton e of them is en tirely 
differen t from th a t o f th e alleg ed le tter contained in the 
L edger. 
T h e d ifferen ce in sty le is so m arked that it 
ad ds very m uch to th e doubt o f th e au th en ticity o f th e 
L ed ger letter, sin ce It appears extrem ely u n lik ely that 
th is you n g officer w ho w as so little know n to G overnor 
S harpe th a t in A pril, 1754, he w rites to the governor. “I 
ou ght first to h ave begged pardon o f your ex cellen cy for 


th is liberty of w riting, as I am n ot happy enough to be 
ranked am on g th ose o f your acq u ain tan ce,” should stop 
to w rite in the m id st of an arduous cam paign w here dan­ 
ger w as im m inent a le tter in w hich he d escan ts on n at­ 
ural resou rces and v en tu res upon a prophecy of coal 
m in es and railw ay trains. 


It is in terestin g to n o te in th is con n ection th at in a 
le ttte r w ritten to h is brother John, on June 28, G eorge 
W ashin gton sa y s th at on June 14, th e day follow in g the 
d até o f th e alleg ed letter, “I w as seized w ith 
vio len t 
fev er s and p ain s in m y head w h ich continued w ith out 
in term issio n until th e 23d follow in g, w hen I w as relieved 
by th e g en era l’s a b so lu tely ordering th e p h ysican s to g iv e 
m e Dr. J a m es’ pow ders, (on e of th e m ost ex cellen t m edi­ 
cin e s in th e world,J for it g a v e m e im m ediate ea se and 
rem oved m y fev ers and o th er com p lain ts in four d a y s’ 
tim e .” 
In op position to th is puff o f Dr. J a m es’ pow ders, 
is th e testim o n y o f S am uel Johnson, w ho is on record 
a s sayin g, “I n ev er th o u g h t w ell of Dr. J a m es’ com pound­ 
ed m ed icin es.” 
T h e gen eral, to w h o se orders w ith the 
help o f J a m es’ p ow d ers W ashin gton ow ed his recovery, 
w as B raddock, w h o se d isa stro u s d efea t by a sm all force 
o f French and Indians took place on July 9, 1755. 


It is to be hoped th at th e L edger, or som eon e else, w ill 
tak e th e trouble to in v estig a te th e m atter m ore thoroughly 


and s e ttle it on e w ay or another. 
If G eorge W ashin gton 
d iscovered coal and foresaw th e steam en gin e in 1755, he 
is d eserv in g of ev en g rea ter cred it for sa g a city than he 
h as y et received.

H E O UTLOO K fo r oil a t B oulder is ju st as good 
as ev er it w as, or even better, and th ere is ¿till 
every reason to b eliev e th a t a n im portant addi­ 


tion h as b eep m ade to th e oil territory o f the 
sta te. 
N ev erth le ss th ere is som e reason to ex p ect that 
w ith in th e n ex t few w e e k s w e sh a ll hear a g rea t deal 


ab out ‘‘th e boom h as p etere d o u t,” and “th e bottom has 
dropped out o f th e d istrict,” and sim ila r ex p ressio n s th at 
are a part of th e h isto ry o f every su ccessfu l m in in g dis­ 
trict or p ro g ressiv e c ity o f th e state. 


Now as a matter- of fact the only persons who have 
any reason to . feel disappointed with tbe situation at 


B ou ld er b elon g to on e o f tw o cla sses. 
T h ey are eith er 
sh a rk s or-lam bs. 
In th e dom ain o f n atural history sharks 
and lam b s do n o t run on th e sa m e range; but it is different 


in th e field o f specu lation . 


W h en ever any n ew d iscovery is m ade, or w h en ever 


th e public a tten tio n is p articularly turned tow ards any 
one sub ject, th ere a re a lw a y s persons w ho are ready to 
tak e ad va n ta g e of th e opportunity to enrich th em selv es 
at th e ex p en se of th eir fellow m en. T h ese are th e sharks. 


And th ere seem s to be an unlim ited supply of persons 


w ho are im p ressed or im p ressib le w ith th e idea that 
m oney is to be gained ou t of th e cloud s If one only puts 


up enough ligh tn in g rods. 
T h ese are th e lam bs. 


T he horizon in w hich the sharks look for th eir oil is 
n eith er Jurassic, T ria ssic nor C retaceous. 
It is lim ited 


on th e ea st by pay d ay and on the w est by bank account, 
and the su ccess is m easured not by barrels but by rem it­ 
tan ces. 
If the supply fa lls off th e prom oter m akes ar­ 
ran gem en ts to “sh o o t” an other book of stock certificates. 


T hat operators o f th is kind h ave been at work in 
th e B oulder field is certain , and that is w hy w e are be­ 
gin n in g to hear th a t “th in g s are look in g bad.” and “the 
d istrict is all a fa k e.” 
But it is ju st as u nreasonable to 
jum p at th is conclusion as it is to ex p ect th at every man, 
w om an or child w ho buys a hundred d ollars’ w orth of 
paper certificates w ith th e word "Boulder" and a picture 
of an oil derrick printed on them is goin g to be m ade a 


m illionaire thereby. 


Freq uently in the p ast tew w eek s th e G azette has 
called atten tion to the fa ct th at "investm ent'' is one thing 
and "developm ent" is som eth in g else and “sp ecu lation ” is 
quite different from eith er one of the others. 


B oulder oil d istrict is as yet a very doubtful field for 
in vestm en t, and for the great m ajority of people 
it 
w ould be ab solu te folly to regard it in that way. 
It 
is a very fair and prom ising field for prospective d evelop ­ 
m ent, and w hen the w ells that are now being sunk have 
reached a proper depth w e w ill be able to tell w hether it is 
as good as the Florence field, or better. 


And as for th e iam bs and the sharks, if the sharks are 
finding that th eir favorite food is g ettin g shy and scarce, 
it is quite likely due to th e in creasin g in telligen ce of the 
lam bs, and it is n ot at all th e fault of the Boulder oil field.

ANOTHER COLLEGE BUILDING. 


1 


y HE ST A T E M E N T m ade by P rofessor Parsons in his 
short address yesterd a y w ell illu strates the im ­ 
portance of th e n ew building w hose cornerstone 
he w as a ssistin g to lay. 
H e said that, the 13 
buildings now on th e co lleg e cam pus have co st about 
$207,000, but that the total co st of th e new S cience build­ 
in g w ith out its furniture and equipm ent w ould be $250,- 
000. In th is one building, th erefore, th e college m ore than 


d oubles its total equipm ent in buildings for its work. 


Such a show in g illu stra tes in a very strik in g w ay the 
rapid progress th at is bein g m ade in th e building up of 
th e co lleg e and the d evelopm ent of Colorado Springs as an 
education al center. 
It has alw ays been a notable ch arac­ 
teristic of th e grow th of th is college that the additions 
to it. w hether of buildings, teach ers or faculty, have been 
m ade in d irect resp on se to an earnest and pressin g de­ 
mand for larger accom m od ation s for the stud en ts who 
w ere com ing to it in con stantly increasing 
num bers. 
U nfortunately, or p ossib ly fortunately. Colorado college 


h as n ot been one of th o se that have been created by 
large endow m ents, in w hich the ch ief problem of its 
d irectors has been to find a w ay of spending the m oney 
and of g ettin g stu d en ts to tak e advantage of th e educa­ 
tional op portun ities offered. 
In th is college the reverse 
has been the case. 
T he college began in resp on se to a 
definite dem and for an in stitu tion of h igh er education, 


and its progress has been at all tim es preceded by an 
ever-in creasing dem and for better and larger equipm ent. 


In the case of the new S cience building, although it is 
th e larg est addition proportionately as w ell as th e largest 
ab solu tely, that h as been m ade, w e m ay be sure th at the 
usual rule w ill find no exception. 
T he p ossessio n o f this 
b uilding w ill en ab le th e colleg e to m eet the dem ands m ade 
upon it only tem porarily. 
It w ill create new dem ands; I 
it w ill a ttract new stud en ts: it w ill m ake m ore evid en t and j 
m ore p ressin g th e n eed s of th e co lleg e in other direction s; J 
it w ill stim u la te th e p rofessors to m ore earnest exertion s i 
in b eh alf of the ca u se to w hich they are givin g their best j 


efforts, and it w ill en courage the generous friends of the j 
in stitu tion to new b enefactions. 
j 


T he people of Colorado sp rin g s need to have a better j 
and a larger und erstan d in g of the work that the college 
is doing, and of its v alu e to th is com m unity in an edu­ 
cational and a b usiness w ay. 
It is of th e h igh est im por­ 
tan ce, both to th e city and to the state that there should 
be built up here such an in stitu tion as Colorado college i 
has been m ade under the direction of its president, its | 
facu lty, its tru stees and its students, undergraduates and ; 
alum ni. 
All that has been said in the past in regard to ! 
its influence upon th e future life ol' the state, its value \ 


in cu ltiv a tin g and m ain tain in g high standards of intel- ' 
lectu al th ought and m oral influence is only th e expression j 
of sober facts, w hich are w ell a ttested by the experience I 
of older com m unities. 
In the case of such a college as 
H arvard, Y ale or P rinceton, it is com p aratively easy for 
th e h istorian to trace, in part at least, its effect upon m e 
life of the sta te and th e nation, and to g et som e idea of 
th e difference it w ould h ave m ade if th ese co lleg es had 
n ot existed . 
T here is every reason to b elieve that what 
is true of H arvard and Y ale w ill also be true for Colorado 
college. 


It is also certain that, as a b usiness in vestm en t, Colo­ 
rado college is w orth to the people of th is city m any tim es 
o ver all th at it co sts them to m aintain it here. 
T he fac­ 


u lty and th e stu d en ts form by no m eans an inconsiderable 
portion of our population, and they contribute a good deal 
of b u sin ess to our local m erchants. 
E ven m ore than th is 
is th e m aterial value of havin g located a t th is point an 
in stitu tion esp ecia lly adapted to our sp ecial conditions, 
and one w hich is already the sub ject of favorable com ­ 
m en t and notice in all parts of the country, and w hich 
bids fair in th e n ear future to tak e a p lace in the front 
rank of A m erican colleg es. 


W hen our college is receivin g large g ifts of m oney 
from sources ou tside of th is city and th is state, w hen it 
is erectin g buildings of the cla ss of th o se that are now 


goin g up upon th e cam pus, or have recen tly been com ­ 
p leted there, w hen m en of the h ig h est stand in g In" the 
education al w orld are w illin g to devote th eir lives to the 
b uilding up of such an in stitu tion in th is city, w hen our 
ow n m en of w ealth , liberal and far-seeing, are w illin g 
to con tribu te large am ounts of m oney to enable the col­ 
leg e to carry on its w ork, w hen there is an ever-increasing 
num ber of stud en ts from th is and other sta tes ready and 
an xiou s to tak e ad vantage of the oppotunities h ere of­ 
fered, surely th ere should be a helpful and a kindly sy m ­ 
p athetic d isp osition tow ard th e college on the part of 
every citizen of Colorado Springs. 
T h at such a sen ti­ 
m ent d oes exist, and is gen erally prevalent, udm its of 
no doubt, but th a t th is sen tim en t is as Intelligen t of the 
actu al conditions, p rospects and n eed s of the college 
as it should be, is u nfortunately n ot true. 
But as the 
years go on. the co lleg e w ill continue to gain In th« 
a ffectio n s of th e people o f th e city, and its w ork and its 
serv ice to th e com m unity w ill be b etter and m ore thor­ 
ou gh ly appreciated. 


Affrays in .the ‘Senate. 
(Chicago Journah) ' 


N ot since the d a y s o f slavery hag 
the sen ate ,o f j th e U nited States wit- 
nessed a scen e lik e th a t, o f Saturday" 
In anotlier column' o f tod ay’s Journal 
there w ill be found a n accoun t of the 
first personal ëncou h ter betw een sena­ 
tors on the flSor of th e sen a te cham­ 
ber, w hich took p lace -in 1850 between 
Senator B en ton o f M issouri and Sena­ 
tor F oote of M ississippi. 


There w ere other tim es when perso», 
al conflicts w ere narrowly- averted and 
there is the case o f S en ator Sumner and 
Preston S. Brooks of South Carolina 
Sum ner's speech, “T h e1 Crime Against 
K an sas,” 
delivered 
in 
May, 
abounded in stin g in g ànd insulting al­ 
lusions—w hich even h is frien ds did not 
ju stify —to Senator B u tler o f South Car. 
olina and Senator D ou glas o£ Illinois, 
Senator B utler w as n ot present wheti 
the speech w as delivered, but Douglas 
replied on the spur o f th e m om ent, anti, 
in the course of his rem arks, asked! 
"Is it the senator's ob ject to provoke 
som e of u s to kick him a s w e would a 
dog in the street, th a t he m ay get 
sym pathy upon the ju st chastisem ent? ' 
Other extrem ely 
in su ltin g 
remarks 
passed betw een them , b ut no blows fol­ 
lowed. 


Two days later, how ever, a t the close 
of the session of the sen ate, w hile Sum- 
ner w as engaged at h is desk writing 
letters. Brooks, then a m em ber of the 
house of representatives, cam e up be­ 
hind him, and, sa y in g th a t his speech 
w as a libel on South 
Carolina and 
Mr. Butler, struck him over the head 
w ith a h eavy cane an d.contin ued beat­ 
ing him until he fell to th e floor cov­ 
ered with blood. 


The excitem ent this a ssa u lt produced 
both north and south w as very great. 
Indignation m eetings w ere held In the 
north, while in the south the condui t 
of Brook.; u-as approved o f by the press 
and the people. 
A resolution for ilii*' 
expulsion of Brook? from the house re­ 
ceived a m ajority of votes, but not th» 
necessary tw o-thirds, on ly one south­ 
ern representative v o tin g for It. Rronks 
then resign“d and w as alm ost unani­ 
m ously re-elected by his district. Sum­ 
ner w as unable t<> resum e his senat": 
ial labors for three years. 


In March, 1858, w hile the Lecompion 
constitution for K an sas w as before the 
senate, an altercation 
arose between 
Senator Cameron of P en n sylvan ia and 
Senator Green of M issouri in which 
each g ave the other the lie. V ice Presi­ 
dent Breckenridge interfered at on,- 
with vigorous prom ptness, and a per­ 
sonal encounter w as prevented. 
Green 
threatened to settle the affair five min­ 
utes after the sen ate should adjourn, 
but nothing follow ed. 
T he next day 
both senators apologized for their vio­ 
lation of the sen ate rules and that 
ended it. 


As a result of this affair Senators 
Cameron. W ade and C handler made an 
agreem ent that they w ould resent any 
insulting language directed against a 
Republican senator, and, 
if 
need be. 
"carry the quarrel into a coffin." 


We recall no other occasion when a 
P e r s o n a l enocunter w as threatened in 
the senate. 


But the lights that h ave occurred in 
the house would fill a volum e.

country. 
It has been recognized from 
the tim e the electric ligh t w a s intro­ 
duced that as an agen t for th e preven­ 
tion of crim e Illum ination w a s w orking 
w onders; to quote an em inent authority 
on such m atters, "one arc lig h t w as 
quite as good as tw o p olicem en.” 
But 
the moral effect of the trolley road w as 
even greater than that o f the arc light.

The problem of self-support for wo­ 
men, always perplexing, 
assumes 
a 
more and more serious aspect as the 
years pace on. r?ot only do new con­ 
ditions* arise in the economic world, 
but the individual 
woman finds that 
each year added to her life 
impairs 
health and strength, takes from her 
the' elasticity 
of mind 
and ifemper 
needed to grasp 
new' 
ideas, and to 
adapt and accommodate herself to cir­ 
cumstances, so for this reason alone, 
are the difficulties increased in the way 
of securing a position. 


Then again as population increases 
more women go out Into the world to 
seek positions to earn a livelihood, each 
recurring year the various schools and 
cdlleges turn out more teachers, mote 
doctors; more 
nuraies, 
more 
stenog­ 
raphers, and s(t competition 
becomes 
'flet'cer and flei'cer. 
The situation is 
pathetic, when, as in an instance which 
came to the knowledge of the writer 
ribt long ago, a woman who had done 
faithful service for a period of years 
iU general business manager—corres­ 
pondent; 
stenographer, 
typewriter— 
was obliged -to give way to a younger 


w ithout homes or claim upon kith or 
kin. 


In the face then of all these existing 
circum stances, obstacles, in the w ay of 
getting a living, it is sheer folly for 
any w om an no longer young, w ithout 
any adequate preparation, or any spe­ 
cial talen t for any line of work, to try 
to enter any of the occupations a l­ 
ready so overcrow'ded. R ath er let such 
an one p u t her w its to w ork, tu rn all 
her resources over and over, inside out, 
consider w hat she can do well; 
per­ 
chance she m ay have some one talent 
hidden in a napkin, 
hitherto 
u n su s­ 
pected. 
Does she possess any skill or 
knack in coaxing green things out of 
the brown earth ? 
W hy not turn her 
attention 
to 
raising flowers 
for the 
city m arket? W hy m ay not a wom an 
take advantage 
of the 
steadily in­ 
creasing dem and there 
is for 
flower 
decoration in so 
m any 
occasions in 
social life? Few, indeed, are those who 
do not indulge them selves from tim e to 
tim e in a lim ited way, it m ay be, w ith 
these 
beautiful, 
bright-hued 
things 
either for the adornm ent of the home 
or person. 
Those who arc fortunate 
enough to live in the suburban p a rts of 
tho city could easily take the oppor­ 
tunity to raise a few by w ay of ex­ 
perim ent. and gradually enlarge their 
borders as they succeed. 
No large o u t­ 
lay of capital would in th a t case be 
necessary. 
The strain upon nervous

than 
th at 
needed a t a sew ing machin«’, or type­ 
writer. or in standing a t a counter in 
a large store for eight hours a t tho 
beck and call of others and under the 
w atchful eyes of an officious floor m an­ 
ager.

country.

not women succeed in such w ork? It is 
em inently w om anly 
w ork; 
the 
little 
labor th at 
is beyond

strength of women can easily be rele­ 
gated to a pair of stout m asculine arm s; 
the planning and forethought, skill and 
judgm ent shown by women in other 
fields of enterprise can be brought into 
play here. 
One of the finest farm s in 
the three or four counties 
in 
so u th ­ 
eastern P ennsylvania has been m an­ 
aged for years by four sisters. 


The president of the 
New 
C entury 
guild, 
widely 
known and 
revered for 
her devoted efforts in behalf of wo­ 
men, has furnished the following in­ 
stance of a woman, brought face to face 
w ith u tter poverty, chiefly through pro­ 
tracted illness and death In her fam ily, 
who borrowed $500 from a friend, saying 
frankly th a t she could fix no lim e for 
returning it. 
W ith this she rented a 
sm all piece of ground, also a horse and 
cart, and prepared to raise m ushrooms.

business sagacity, fail of success? Two 
years later she had repaid the friend 
who had helped her, bought her place,, 
and is now hiring her own men to do 
her stable work. 


There are other fields in which the 
ingenuity and skill and taste of women 
m ay be subordinated. 
One woman, at 
least, in Philadelphia, finds an outlet 
for her energies in m ending upholstered 
furniture, replacing the springs, cover­ 
ing sofas and chairs, hanging curtains, 
p u ttin g down carpets. Indeed, a t times., 
she lias more orders th an she can a t­ 
tend to. A nother renovates pillows and 
m attresses, having learned the business 
w ith a m anufacturer. 
N ot theory only 
has entered into the p u ttin g down of 
these few thoughts, b u t the facts are 
well substantiated, having come w ithin 
the cognizance of the w rjter. F o r m any 
valuable suggestions as to the w ays in 
w hich women m ay earn a living, a t­ 
tention m ay be directed to two books 
lately published, “W hat W omen Can 
E arn ,” containing papers by the Hon.

K erosene w as not successful, and tu r­ 
pentine required too m uch rubbing and 
even then w as not satisfacto ry for the 
carved parts. So we tried a little piece 
w ith a solution of two heaping tab le­ 
spoonfuls of sal soda to a q u a rt of 
w arm w ater, put on w ith a tooth brush 
well soaped, the place being im m edi­ 
ately rinsed w ith cold w ater and dried 
w ith a soft cloth. 


“Since then we have used it on sev­ 
eral woods, n a tu ra l and stained, and, 
homely as the recipe m ay sound, it has 
never failed to give good results. 


“A fterw ard, the wood should be ru b ­ 
bed w ith a m ixture of ray oil an d 
turpentine. 


“One m ahogany antique—100 years or 
m ore old—th a t w as so discolored as to 
hide the n atu ral grain of the wood cam e 
out as bright as new under this tre a t­ 
m ent. 


“The secret of success lies, w e think, 
in cleaning only a sm all piece a t a tim e, 
and In doing the w crk rapidly. 


“An intelligent cabinetm aker told me 
once th a t, w hen one of his m en w as 
sen t for to clean a piano 
w hich had 
grow n ‘m isty,’ he asked for a basin of 
w arm w ater and sh u t him self up con­ 
fidentially w ith the instrum ent:

DURING THE YEAB. 


The annual report of Chief of Police 
King, giving details of th e w ork of the 
police departm ent for the year ending 
last F riday, w as presented to the city 
council last night by A lderm an Capcll, 
chairm an of the police com m ittee. 
It 
w as ordered placed on record. 


The report shows th a t 
1.720 arrests 
were m ade by the police 
during 
the 
year. 
Of this num ber 
578 
were 
for 
drunkenness, IS for drinking in public 
/>aces, 30 fugitives, 14 for burglary, 17 
for gam bling, 20 for reckless driving, 
10 for obtaining money under false p re ­ 
tenses, 67 for larceny, 473 for vagrancy 
and 28 runaw ay boys. 


Of those arrested there were three a t­ 
torneys. 10 bunco men, 44 carpenters, 
53 cooks, 47 clerks, 24 dom estics, eight 
professional gam blers, 23 housekeepers, 
47 hostlers, 144 m iners, 28 m erchants. 13 
m achinists. 24 porters, 20 printers, six 
reporters, 31 painters, 21 plum bers, 60 
railroaders, 28 ranchm en, 15 students, 
17 shoem akers, 32 stonem asons, II tail­ 
ors, 10 tinners, 53 w aiters and 87 who 
had no occupation. 
One thousand one 
hundred sixty-tw o 
of those 
arrested 
were American born. Of the others 142 
were Irish, 38 Germ an, 60 English and 
25 Mexican. 


O ther statistics and inform ation are 
given by Chief K ing as follows:

larly those branches of industry which 
are in direct com petition w ith those of 
Germ any. 
The foreign commerce, es­ 
pecially th at w ith Japan, China and 
the orient, will be m ade the subject of 
closest study by H err Goldberg, who 
will spend several m onths in San F ra n ­ 
cisco for this especial purpose. 
H err 
Goldberg has been in Am erica since 
last October, taking an active p art in 
the preparations for welcoming Prince 
H enry to this country. 
Upon all the 
great'occasions held in honor of Prince 
Henry, H err Goldberg w as alw ays a 
prom inent guest. 


W hen seen a t the A ntlers yesterday, 
H err Goldberg w as most enthusiastic in 
his expressions for America. He stated 
th a t Prince H enry was more than de­ 
lighted and surprised with his visit to 
the States, and th a t he had expressed a 
great desire to m ake another visit to 
America, when he would m ake a leis­ 
urely trip, including the extrem e west 
and all parts of the U nited States. 


“It is my sincerest regret to say that 
this is my first visit to Am erica. Like 
all Germ ans. I have never held the 
U nited States at its full m easure of 
greatness, and I m ight also add th a t 
this is also the criticism th a t I would 
m ake upon A m ericans—th a t Is, they do 
not know the G erm any of today,” said 
H err Goldberg, who is extrem ely u r­ 
bane and appears to have been trained 
in the dignified politeness which dis­ 
tinguishes the E uropean diplom at. 


"The U nited S tates and G erm any are 
the coming g reat nations. 
Both are 
young, both are 
energetic, and both 
have everything in common. They rep­ 
resent m any sim ilarities in their econ­ 
om ical developm ent, and the success of 
each has come w ith g reat strides. 


"H is m ajesty, Em peror W illiam, has 
the w arm est liking for this country, 
which fondness is in no w ay actuated 
by diplom atic m otives or considerations 
or com m ercial aggrandizem ent.

but reflecting the sentim ents of entire 


telllgence and labor are placed a t the 
disposal of the nations of the world. 


“New York—ah, th a t is your g reatest 
city—is it not also the g reatest city in 
the w orld? It is the c itj of cities, the 
delight of the U nited States.

Hearty Greeting Given in Behalf of 


the Dominion-.American Military 


Escort Left Behind.

Rochester, N. Y., March' 5.—Prince 


Henry of Prussia traveled from Chi- 
cago to Niagara Falls today, crossed 
he Canadian frontier for a brief stay, 
during which he was officially wel- 
:omed by the Dominion, and resumed 
his Journey tonight, bound for Boston 
over tho New York Central line. His 
ongest stop in almost 30 hours of 
continuous traveling was at Niagara 
"alls, which ho saw bridged in with 
cc. He viewed the Horseshoe falls 
'rom Table rock, the American falls 
rom the ledge over tho whirlpool on 
the Canadian shore, rode down the 
:orge to a point below the lower whirl- 
pool, and there Inspected the plant of 
;he Niagara Power" company which 
converts the force of nature to the use 
of commerce. He was much impressed 
jy the falls, and as he stood on Table 
rack looking across at the horseshoe- 
tie said: 


"It is magnificent; it is grand." 
He was also much Impressed by the 


swirling rapids down the gorge, and 
when he. left his car at the whirlpool 
iie stood for several minutes watching 
the tumbling of the waters. 


The special train had traversed the 


distance between Milwaukee and Chi- 
cago, had crossed Indiana, and was 
well on its way over Ohio before 
Prince Henry arose. He. was worn out 
when he left Milwaukee and he did not 
respond to demonstrations by the peo- 
ple of Toledo and of Sandushy. 
He 


did not receive notice of the intention 
of the citizens of Toledo to formally 
receive him, and his first knowledge 
of their plans was conveyed to him by 
their band playing "Die Wacht Am 
Rhine." 
It was too late then to' get 


up, and Toledo did mot see him. At 
Cleveland there was a friendly demon- 
stration. Here Peter: Karpp; formerly 
a bugler in the Gernfan arirfy, climbed 
into the car for a "reunion with the 
prince which 
greatly 
pleased both. 


Karjjp.was a sailor with.Prince Henry 
back in 1877 and they were shipmates 
for more than two years. The prince 
recognized him at once, and, taking 
him by the hand, led him into the car. 
They talked over the old days while a 
crowd looked on with approval. 


At Erie, Pa., was a great crowd. 


Women and children were' wedged 
in against the train and the effort to 
check the 
swirling 
crowd which 


pressed in from the rear was useless. 
Several women fainted and anybody

Those who expected anything but of the 
ordinary, however, were disappointed. 
The long cylindrical can containing 20 
quarts of nitro was lowered to within 
50 feet of the bottom of the well, and at 
2:30 Mr. Hitchcock dropped 
the "go 
devil," as the iron bar which is used 
to explode the can Is called. For some 
reason or other this did not have the 
desired effect, and another one was 
dropped. A light 
explosion followed,

bailer was then sent down and it was 
found that there were several hundred 
feet of oil in the well.

IRRIGATION BILL 


PASSED BY SENATE

Important business was disposed of by 
the senate today. What is known as 
the omnibus claims bill and the meas- 
ure providing 'for the irrigation of 
public lauds were passed, the confer- 
ence report on the Philippine tariff 
bill was agreed to and the shipping 
bill was made the unfinished business. 


The irrigation measure provides that 


all money received from the sale of 
public lands 
in Arizona, California, 


Colorado, Idaho, 
Kansas, 
Montana, 


Nebraska, Nevada, New Mexico, North 
and South Dakota, Oklahoma, Ore- 
gon, Utah, Washington and Wyoming, 
beginning July 1 last, be devoted to the 
construction of irrigation work's for 
the reclamation of arid lands, the work 
to be done and the money expended 
under the direction of the secretary of 
the interior.

Washington, March 3.—The senate to- 
day began consideration of what Is pop- 
ularly known as the shipping bill—a 
measure to provide for ocean mail ser- 
vice between the United States and for- 
eign ports end the common defense; to 
promote commerce and to encourage 
deep sea fisheries. 


Mr. Frye (Maine), chairman of the 
committee on 
commerce, made the 


opening statement in support of the bill. 
He occupied the floor for nearly two 
hours. 


Mr. Frye's address was largely tech- 
nical, but his argument was listened to 
with close attention by senators on both 
sides of the chamber. 
After the con- 
sideration of the shipping bill -many 
minor measures were adopted. 


The bill was read for amendment. The

agreed to. The section defining such 
craft as shall not be allowed compen- 
sation under the bill, paragraph "E," 
was changed to read as follows: 
"A barge, canal boat or vessel pro- 
ceeding from port to port In tow; or 
a tug boat or a. vessel 
engaged in 
wrecking." 


Mr. Frye (Me.), chairman of the com- 


mittee on commerce, opened the debate 
in behalf of the bill: It seemed to him, 
he said, that the policy of protection 
had been vastly beneficial to the Amer- 
ican people. Only one Industry had been 
without protection—and without protec- 
tion for 50 years—and with the logical 
result. The shipping interests of the 
country had been neglected in the giv- 
ing of protection. With a seacoast 
boundless, with enormous deposits of 
iron and steel, with the most sagacious 
business men in the world, with the ad- 
vantage of every natural resouce upon 
the side of the United States, this 
country had permitted its Inferior? to 
seine upon the pathways of ocean com- 
merce almost without a struggle. 
"It seems to me," said Mr. Frye, "that 
that picture ought to humiliate and 
mortify beyond expression any patri- 
otic citizen of the United States who 
glories in the power and prosperity of 
his country. It is not alone humiliat- 
ing—it Is absolutely. dangerous."

Henry's train from St. Louis to Chi- 
cago was without Incident and the train 
arrived at the Chicago & Alton station 
at 6:30 o'clock exactly on time. l>rom 
the station, after he had been formally 
welcomed by Mayor Harrison and the 
members of the general reception com- 
mittee the prince rode to tha Auditorium 
hotel through streets packed win* a 
dense multitude, whose che.-rs compelled 
the distinguished visitor 13 bow con- 
tinually to right and loft. 
The side-- 


walks were solidly packed with people. 


Every building along the line of the 


route from the station to the -Auditori- 
um hotel was gaily decorated with 
bunting, the prevailing scheme being 
the American and German Hags inter- 
twined with the black eagle of Piussia 
over all. Many of the buildings had 
upon their 
fronts elaborate devices 
made up of hundreds of electric lights. 
There were "Welcomes" by the dozen; 
there were eagles and flags and there 
were strings of gay colored lights al- 
most without number. No hint of the 
decorations in electric lights was given 
to the prince until after his carriage 
had rolled over Jackson boulevard 
bridge and was descending the gentle 
slope that leads toward Michigan ave- 
nue. 
Then almost In the same second 


the lights were turned on an:l whnt had 
been but one second before a lane be- 
tween dark towering buildings, WSIH an 
avenue of dazzling light. 
"J'hu torch 
bearers who were German veteran sol- 
diers, lit the torches at almost the same 
instant, and from end to end of the 
boulevard between the bridge and Michr. 
igan avenue, two-thirds of a mile away, 
there was an Instantaneous blaxe of red 
flre from both sides of the street. The 
train stopped with 
the last car, .In 
which Prince Henry rode, opposite the 
main gate of the station where, waiting 
for its arrival, Mayor Harrison and the 
members of the reception committee 
had been standing for 15 minutes. The 
German ambassador, Baron von Hol- 
leben, was first to alight, and was 
greeted at once by Dr. Walter Wever, 
German consul at Chicago. Dr. Waver 
was then presented by Baron von Hol- 
leben to Prince Henry and Dr. Wever 
presented to the prince Mayor Harri- 
son, who formally received the visitors 
on behalf of the city of Chicago. Prince 
Henry bowed his acknowledgments of 
Mayor Harrison's greeting, saying sim- 
ply: "I thank you." 
Mayor Harrison then introduced to 
the prince the committee of the com- 
mon council and the members of the 
general reception committee. The suite 
of the prince and the members of the 
reception committee then mingled and 
introductions followed rapidly. 
The 


mayor and -the prince followed by the 
others then passed through the gate- 
way and up the stairs into the street. 
The cavalry escort which was waiting. 
quickly wheeled into place, the prince 
entered his carriage :in which Mayor 
Harrison and 
Admiral Evans 
were 
seated with him and the drive to thfc 
hotel was begun. Only 30 minutes was 
allotted in the program to reach the ho- 
tel and the flrst banquet to the prince 
was to follow at 7 o'clock. 


The committee •• had miscalculated a 
trifle, however, and it was 20 minutes 
after that time when the dinner spread 
In the main banquet hall of the Audi- 
torium began.

. THE PLANETS FOR MARCH. 


The planets for the coming month will attract the attention of early risers 
only. Nearly all ot those which' ever become conspicuously brilliant are now , 
rather near the fiUri, and are either at the present time or before the end of 
March oh the west side.of xhat body, so as to be "morning stars.1' Neptune, on 
the other hand, which sends from far-off space a beam too feeble to-be recog- 
nized by the'naked eye, is close to tlie boundary between Taurus and Gemini— 
constellations visible all the first half of the night. It happens that the remain- • 
hit' superior planets—Uranus, Saturn, Jupiter, Mars—are arranged as respects- 
their angular distances from the sun, in the same 'order as that of their actual 
distances from htm in space—of course, a purely accidental circumstance.. 
Uranus rises only A little after midnight, then Saturn, which on the llth of the- 
month, as the calendar shows, is up twelve minutes before fdur o'clock, then 
Jupiter, more than a half hour after Saturn, While Mars, last of all, and much 
too near the sun to be seen this month, rises a few minutes after sunrise until 
the 29th. but afterwards g. few minutes before the Sun. AD planets which rise In j 
the morning before the' sun is up may be called morning stars, but the title i 
belongs by pre-eminence during March to none of those that have been thus far 
'named, but to Venus, which rises a little after Jupiter, but greatly exceeds him 
in brightness, even as Jupiter exceeds his precursor, Saturn, which In his turn ' 
surpasses the still earlier rising Uranus. For some days before March 22, the • 
date on which the greatest brilliancy of Venus is attained, that planet -will be 
capable of casting a shadow in the absence of moonlight, and will be visible near 
the middle of the day to the naked eye, reaching the meridian about half past > 
'nine o'clock in the forenoon.

upon his dead chief. 
Secretary Hay's complete 
•was as follows: 
address 


For the third time the congress of the 
Unlte'd States are assembled to com- 
memorate the life and the death of a 
president slain .by the hand of an 
.assassin. The attention of the future 
historian will be attracted to the fea- 
tures which reappear with startling 
sameness in all three o£ these awful 
crimes; Hhe uselessness, the utter lack, 
of 
consequence 
of the act: the 
obscurity, ' the 
criminal; 
tho 
insignificance of the 
blamelessness—so far

Not one of 


our murdered presidents had an enemy 
in the jvorld; they were all of such pre- 
eminent purity of-life that no pretext 
could be given for the attack of pas- 
sional crime; they were .all men of dem- 
ocratic instincts who could never have 
offended the most jealous advocates of 
equality; they were of kindly and gen- 
erous nature, to»Whom wrong or Injus- 
tice was Impossible; of moderate for- 
tune, whose slender means nobody 
could envy. They were men of austere 
virtue, of tender heart, of eminent abili- 
ties, which they had devoted with single 
inlnds to the good of the republic. If 
ever men walked before God and man 
without blame, it was these three rulers 
of our people.. The only temptation to 
attack their 'lives offered was 
their 
gentle radlance-rto eyes hating the 
light that was offense enough. 
, The stupid usele'ssness of such an In- 
famy affronts the-common sense of the 


t world. 
One can ; conceive how the 
, death of a dlctalor may change the 
political conditions of an empire; how 
the extinction of a narrowing line of 
kings may brlng: In an alien dynasty. 
;But Iri a well-ordered republic like ours, 
'the ruler may fall, but the state feels 
1 no tremor. Our beloved -and revered 
leader Is-gone—but the natural process 
of our laws provides us a successor, 
Identical in purpose and Ideals, nour- 
1 Ished by the same teachings, inspired 


i by'thp same principles, pledged by ten- 
der affection as well as by high loyalty 
to parrv to completion the immense task 
committed to -his hands, and to smite 
with iron severity every manifestalion 
of that hideous crime which his mild 
predecessor, with .his dying brealh, for- 
gave. The sayings of celesllal wisdom 
have no dale; the words that reach us, 
over t^vo thousand years, out of the 
darkest hour of gloom the world has 
over known, are true to the life today: 
"They know not what they do." The 
blow struck afour dear friend and ruler 
was as deadly as blind hate could make 
it: but. the blow struck at anarchy was 
deadlier still. 
What a world of Insoluble problems 
such'an event excites in the mind! Not 
merely in Its personal, but in Us public, 
aspects, it presents a paradox not to be 
comprehended. Under a system of gov- 
ernment so free and so impartial that 
we. recdtfnlze ils existence only by its 
benefactions! under a social order so 
purely- democratic that classes cannot 
exist. In it. affording opoorlunilies so 
universal lhat even conditions are as 
changing as the winds, where the la- 
borer of today Is the capltalisl of to- 
morrow: under laws which are Ihe re- 
sult of ages of evolution, so uniform 
arid so berje,ficeht that the president has 
just the sfeme-rights and privileges as 
the artisan: we- see the same hellish 
igrowth of haired and murder which 
dogs equally the footsteps of benevolent 
monarchs and blood-stained despots. 
How 'many countries cafi join with us In 
the community of a kindred sorrow! I 
will hot speak of those distant regions 
where assassination enlers" Into. Ihe 
daily life', of government. But among 
-the nations, bound: to us by the ties of 
familiar intercourse—whp can forget 
that 'vise and mild autocrat who had 
earned'the proud title of the liberator? 
that enlightened and magnanimous citi- 
zen whom France still mourns? that 
brave and chivalrous king.of Italy who 
only lived for his people? and. saddest 
of all, that lovely empress, whose harm- 
less Jlfe could hardly have excited the 
animosity of a demon. Against that 
devilish spirit • nothing' avails—neilher 
virtue, nor patriotism, nor age, nor 
youth, nor conscience nor pity. 
We 
cannot even say lh,at education Is a 
sufficient safeguard against this baleful 
evll-7-for most, of the wretches whose 
crimes have so shocked humanity In re- 
cent years-are men not unlettered, who 
hfiye,^rone from the common schools, 
through murder, to the scaffold. 


, 
Our minds can not discern the ori- 
gin, nor conceive the extent of wicked- 
ness so perverse and BO cruel; but this 


j does. <not exempt us from the duty of 
trying to control and counteract it. 
.We do not understand what electricity 
Is; whence It comes or what its hidden 
properties may be. 
But we know it 
8s a mighty force for good or,evil— 
and BO with the painful toll of years, 
men of. learning and skill have labored 
-.to'.-store and to subjugate it, to neutra- 
lize, and even to employ its destruc- 
tive energies. 
This problem of anar- 
chy is dark and intricale, but it oughl 
'to be within the compass of democratic 
. 'government—although 
no sane mind 


lean fathom the mysteries of these un- 
'tracked and orbltless natures—to guard 
against their aberrations, to take away 


'^ from them the hope of escape, the long 
**" luxury of scandalous days In court,

His parents 
were sober. God-fearing people; intel- 
ligent and upright; without pretension 
and without humility. 
He grew up in 
the company of boys 
like 
himself; 


wholesome, 
honest, 
self-respecting. 
They looked down on nobody; they 
never felt it possible they could be 
looked down upon. 
Their houses were 
the homes of probity, piety, patriotism. 
They learned In the admirable school 
readers of 50 years ago the lessons of 
heroic and splendid life which have 
come down from the past. 
They read 
in their weekly newspapers the story 
of the world's progress, In which they 
were eager to take part, and «f the 
sins and wrongs of civilization with 
which ihey burned to do baltle. 
It 
was a serious and thoughtful time. The 
boys of that day felt dimly, but deep- 
ly, that days of sharp struggle and high 
achievement were before them. 
They 
looked at life with the wondering yet 
resolute eyes of a young esquire in 
his vigil of arms. 
They felt a time 


was coming when to them should be 
addressed the slern admonillon of the 
apostle, "Quit you like men; be strong." 
It is not easy to give to those of a 
later generation any clear idea of that 
extraordinary 
spiritual 
awakening 
which passed over the country at the 
firsl red signal fires of Ihe war belween 
the stales. 
II was nol our earliesl 
apocalypse: a hundred years before Ihe 
nalion had been revealed lo itself, when 
after long discussion and much search- 
ing of heart Ihe people of Ihe colonies 
had resolved that to live wilhoul lib- 
erly was worse than to die, and had 
therefore wagered In the solemn game 
of war "their lives, their fortunes, and 
their sacred honor." 
In a stress of 
heat and labor -unutterable,' the coun- 
Iry had been hammered and welded 
together: but thereafter for nearly a 
cenlury Ihere had been nolhlng in our 
life to touch the innermost fountain of 
feeling and devotion; we had had ru- 
mors of wars—even wars we had had, 
nol wilhout sacrifices and glory—but 
nolhing 
which 
wenl 
lo 
the 
vi- 
tal 
self-consciousness 
of the coun- 
try, 
nolhing 
which 
challenged the 
nation's right to 
live. 
But 
in 1860 


nation was going down into the Val- 
ley of Decision. The question which 
had been debated on thousands of plat-' 
forms, which had been discussed in 
countless publications, which, 
thun- 
dered from innumerable pulpits, had 
caused in their congregations the bit- 
ter strife and dissension to which only 
cases of conscience can give rise, was 
everywhere pressing for solution. And 
not merely in the various channels o^ 
publicity was it alive and clamorous. 
About every fireside In the land, In tho 
conversation of friends and neighbors, 
and, deeper still, in the secret of mil- 
lions of human hearts, the battle of 
opinion was waging; and all men felt 
and saw—with more or less clearness 
—that an answer to the importunate 
question, Shall the nation live? was due 
and not to be denied. 
And I do-not 
mean that In the north alone there was 
this austere wrestling with conscience. 
In the south as well, below all the ef- 
fervescence'and excitement of a peo- 
ple perhaps more given to eloquent 
speech than we were, there .was the 
profound agony of question and answer, 
the summons to decide whether hon- 
or and freedom did not call them to 
revolution and war. It is easy 'for 
partisanship to say that the one side 
was right and thai 
Ihe 
olher was 


wrong. 
It is still easier for an in- 


dolent magnanimity to say lhat both 
were right. 
Perhaps in the wide view 


of ethics one Is always right to follow 
his conscience, though It lead him to 
disaster and death. 
But history is 
inexorable. 
She takes no accouni of 


sentiment and intenllon; and in her 
cold and luminous eyes lhal side is 
rlghl which flglils in harmony with tho 
stars: in their course. 
The men are 


right through whose efforts and -strug- 
gles the world is helped onward, and 
humanity moves to a'higher level and 
a brighter day. 


The men who are living today and 


who were young in I860 will never for- 
get the glory and glamour that filled 
tho earth and the sky when the long 
twilight of doubt and uncertainly was 
ending and Ihe time of action had 
come. 
A speech by Abraham Lincoln 


was an evenl nol only of high moral 
significance, bul far-reaching Impor- 
tance; the drilling of a militia com- 
pany by Ellsworth attracted nallonal 
attention; the fluttering of Ihe flag in 
the clear sky drew lears from the eyes 
of young men. 
Patriolism which had 


been a rhetorical expression, became a 
passionate, emotion, in which instlncl, 
logic, and feeling were fused. 
The 
country was worth saving; it could be 
saved only by fire; no sacrifice was 
too greal; Ihe young men of the coun- 
try were ready for Ihe sacrifice; come 
weal, come woe, Ihey were ready. 


At 17 years of age William McKinley 
heard this summons of his country. 
He was the sort of youth to whom a 
military life in ordinary times would 
possess no atlractions. His nature was 
far different from thai of the ordinary 
solider. 
He had other dreams of life. 


its prizes and pleasures, than that of 
marches and battles. 
But to his mind 
there was no choice or question. 
The 
banner floating in the morning breeze 
was the beckoning gesture of his coun- 
try. 
The thrilling notes of the trum- 


pet called him—him and none other— 
Into the ranks. HlH portrait in his first 
uniform is familiar 
to you 
all—Ihe 


short, stocky.figure; the quiet, thoughl- 
ful face; Ihe deep, dark eyes. 
It is 


Ihe face of a lad who could nol .stay 
al home when he llioughl he was need- 
ed In Ihe field. He was of the stuff 
of which good soldiers are made. 
Had 


he bei-n 10 years older he would have 
entered at the head of a company 
and come oul al Ihe head *f a division. 
But he did what he could. 
He en- 
listed as a private; l«e learned to obey. 
His serious, sensible ways, his prompt, 
alort efficiency soon attracted the at- 
tention of his superiors. 
He was so 


faithful in liltlc things they gave him 
more and more to do. 
He was untir- 


ing in camp and on tho march: swift, 
cool, and teai-lesB in 
fight. 
He left 
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crown of glory. 
They had held a de- 
bate of incomparable importance and 
had fought it out with equal energy. 
A conclusion had been reached — and It 
is to the everlasting honor of both sides 
that they each knew when the war was 
over, and the hour ot a lasting peace 
had struck. 
We may admire the des- 


perate daring of others who prefer an- 
nihilation to compromise, but the palm 
of common sense, and, I will say, of 
enlightened patriotism, belongs to the- 
men like Grant and Lee, who knew 
when they had fought enough, for hon- 
or and for country. 


William McKinley, one of that sen- 


sible million of men, gladly laid down 
his sword and betook himself to his 
books. 
He quickly made up the time 


lost in soldiering. 
He attacked his 


Blackstone as he would have done a 
hostile entrenchment; finding the range 
of a country law library too narrrow, 
he went to the Albany Law school, 
where he worked energetically 'with 
brilliant success; was admitted to the 
bar and settled doifn to practice — a 
brevet ted veteran of 24— in the quiet 
town of Canton, now and henceforward 
forever famous as the scene of his life 
and his place 
of 
sepulture. 
Here 


many blessings awaited him; high re- 
pute, professional success, and a do- 
mestic affection so pure, so devoted and 
stainless that future poets, seeking an 
ideal of Christian 'marriage, will find 
It a theme worthy of their song's. This 
is a subject to which the lightest' allu- 
sion seems profanation; but it is impos- 
sible to speak of William McKinley 
without remembering that no truer, 
tenderer knight to his chosen lady ever 
lived among mortal men. 
If to the 
spirits of the just made perfect, is per- 
mitted the consciousness 
of 
earthly 
things, we may be sure that his faith- 
ful soul is now watching over that gen- 
tle sufferer who counts the long hours 
in their shattered home in the desr 
olate splendor of his fame.

A man possessing the qualities 'with 


which nature had endowed McKinley 
seeks political activity as naturally as 
a growing plant seeks light and air. 
A wholesome ambition; a rare power of 
making friends and keeping them: a 
faith, which may be called religious, 
In his country and its institutions; and, 
flowing from this, a belief that a man 
could do no nobler work than .to serve 
such a. country — these were the ele- 
ments In his character that drew him 
irresistibly into public life. 
He had 


from the beginning a remarkable equip- 
ment: a manner of singular grace anil 
charm; a voice of. ringing quality and 
great carrying power— vast as were the 
crowds that gathered about him, he 
reached their utmost fringe without 
Apparent >e.fjtoi;t. 
He had an extraor- 
dinary' power "'Of marshaling and pre- 
senting significant facts, so as to bring 
conviction to the average mind. 
His 
range of reading was not wide: he read 
only what he might some day find 
useful, and what he read his memory 
held like brass. 
Those who knew him 


well In those early days can never for- 
get the consummate skill and power 
with which he would 
select a few 


pointed facts, and, blow upon blow, 
would .hammer them into the attention 
of great assemblages in Ohio, as Jael 
drove the nail into the head of the 
Canaanite captain. 
He was not of- 
ten Impassioned: he rarely resorted to 
the aid of wit or humor: yet I never 
saw his equal in controlling and con- 
vincing a popular audience by sheer 
appeal to their reason and intelligence. 
He did not flatter or cajole them, but 
there was an implied compliment in 
the serious and sober tone In which he 
addressed them. 
He seemed one of 


them; in heart and feeling he was one 
of them. 
Each artisan in a great 


crowd might say: That Is the sort of 
man I would like to be, and under 
more favoring 
circumstances 
might 


have been. 
He had thn divine gift 


of sympathy, which, though given only 
to the elect, makes 
all men 
their 
friends. 
' 


So it came naturally about that in 


1876— the beginning of the second cen- 
tury of the republic— he began, by an 
election to congress, his political career. 
Thereafter for 14 years this chamber 
was his home. I use the word advisedly. 
Nowhere in the worll was he so in har- 
mony with his environment as here; no- 
where else did his mind work with such 
full consciousness of its powers. The 
air of debate was native to him: here he 
drank delight of battle with his peers. 
In after days, when he drove by this 
stately pile, or when on rare occasions 
his duty called him here, he greeted his 
old haunts with the affectionate zest of 
a child of the house; during all the last 
10 years of his life, filled as they were 
with activity i<ml glory, he never ceased 
to be homesick Tor this hall. When he 
came to th* presidency, .them was not a 
day when his congressional service was 
not of use to him. Probably .no other 
president has been In such full and cor- 
dial communion with congress, if we 
may ex«*ept Lincoln alone. McKinley 
knew the 
i five body thoroughly,, 
its composition. Its methods, its habits 
of though I. Ho had the profoundest re-' 
spoct for UK authority and an inflexible 
belief in thp ult'.-nate rectitude of its 
purposes. Our 'history shows how sure- 
]y an executive courts disaster and ruin 
by assuming .an attitude of hostility, or 
distrust to the legislature: and. on the 
other hand. jrcKlnlrv's frank and sin- 
cere trust an:l confidence in congress 
were renaid by prompt and loyal sup- 
port and co-operatfnn. During his en- 
tire term of office this mutual trust and 
regard— so essential to the public wel- 
fare — was never shadowed by a single 
cloud, 
He was a Republican. He could not

now to speak. The embers of the con- 
troversy in the midst of which that law 
had its troubled being are yet too -warm 
to be handled on a day like this. I may 
only say that It was never sufficiently 
tested to prove 'the praises of Its friends 
or the criticism of Its opponents. After 
a brief existence it passed away, for a 
time, In the storm that swept the Re- 
publicans out of power. McKinley also 
passed through a brief zone of shadow; 
his congressional district having been 
rearranged for that purpose by a hostile 
legislature. 
Someone has said it Is easy to love our 
enemies: they help us so much more 
than our friends. 
The people whose 
malevolent skill had turned McKinley 
out of congress deserved well of him 
and of the republic. Never was Nemesis 
more swift and energetic. The Repub- 
licans of Ohio were saved the trouble of 
choosing a governor — the other side had 
chosen one for them. A year after Mc- 
Kinley left congress he was .made gov- 
e^hor of Ohio, and two years later he 
was re-elected, each time by majorllies 
unhoped-for - and 
overwhelming. 
He 
came to fill a space in the public eye 
which obscured a great portion of the 
field of vision. In two national conven- 
tions, the .presidency seemed within his 
reach. But he had gone there in the 
interest of others and his honor forbade 
any dalliance with temptation. So his 
nay was nay — delivered with a tone and 
gesture there was no denying. His hour 
was not yet come. 
There was. however, no longer delay. 
He became, from year to year, the most 
prominent politician and orator in the 
country. Passionately devoted to the 
principles of his party, he was always 
ready to do anything, to ?o %iywhere. 
to proclaim Us ideas and to support jts 
candidates. His face and his voice be- 
came fa.mlllar to millions of our people; 
and wherever they were seen and heard 
men became his partisans. His face, was 
cast In a classic mold' you see faces like 
It i" antique marble in the galleries of 
the Vatican and in the portraits of the 
great cardinal -statesmen of Italy; his 
voice was the voice of the perfect ora- 
tor — r.inging, vibrating, 
tireless, per- 
suading by its very sound, by its accent 
of sincere conviction. So prudent and 
so guarded were all his utterances, so 
lofty his courtesy, that he never em- 
barrassed his friends, and never offend- 
ed his opponents. For several months 
before the Republican national conven- 
tion met in 1896, It was evident to all 
who had eyes to see that Mr. McKinley 
was the only probable candidate of his 
nartx-. Other names were mentioned, of 
the highest rank in ability, character, 
and popularity; they were supported by 
po'werful combinations; but the nomina- 
tion of McKinfey as against the field 
was inevitable. 
The campaign he made will be always 
memorable In our political annals. 
He 


andvhis friends had thought that the 
issue for the year was the distinctive 
and historic difference between the tW6 
parties on the subject of the tariff. To 
this wager of battle the discussions of 
the 
previous 
four, years distinctly 


pointed. But no sooner had the two 
parties made their nominations than it 
became evident that the opposing can- 
didate declined to accept the field of dis- 
cussion chosen, by the Republicans, and 
.proposed to put forward ss the main 
issue the free coinage, of silver. M'cKln- 
ley at once accepted Ihis challenge, and, 
taking the battle for protection as al- 
ready won, went with energy Into the 
discussion of the theories presented by 
his opponents. He had wisely concluded 
not to leave his home during the can- 
vass, thus avoiding a proceeding which 
has always been of sinister augury In 
our politics: but from the front porch 
of his modest house In Canton he daily 
addressed the delegations which came 
from every part of the country to greet 
him In a series of speeches so strong, so 
varied, so pertinent, so full of facts 
briefly set forth? of theories embodied in 
a single phrase, that they formed the 
hourly text for the other speakers of his 
party, and give probably the most con- 
vincing prodf we have of his surprising 
fertility of resource and flexibility of 
mind. All tms was done without anx- 
iety or straln.xl re,msmber a day * spenl 
with him durlqg that busy summer. He 
had made 19 '(speeches the day before: 
that day he m,ade many. But in the 
intervals of these addriffses he sat in 
his study' and1 talked, vlth nerves as 
quiet and a mind as free from care as if 
we had been spending a holiday at the 
seaside or among the hills. 
W'hen he came to the presidency he 


confronled a situation of the uttiipst dif- 
ficulty, which might w^ll have appalled 
a man of less serene and tranquil seif - 
confidence. There had been- a state of 
profound commercial and Industrial de- 
pression. from which : his friends had 
said his election would relieve the coun- 
try. 
Our relations with the 
outside 


world left much to be desired. 
The 
feeling between the northern and south- 
ern sections of the union was lacking 
in the cordiality which was necessary to 
the welfare of both. Hawaii had asked 
for annexation and had been rejected 
by the pre'eeding administration. There 
was a state of things in the Caribbean 
which could not permanently endure. 
Our neighbor's house was on fire, and 
there were grave doubts as to our rights 
and duties in the premises. A man 
either weak or rash, either Irresolute or 
headstrong, might have brought ruin on 
himself and incalculable harm to the 
country. 
. . ' . , . 
Again I crave the pardon of those who 


differ, with m?. if. against all niy inten- 
tions, I happen to say a. word which 
may seem to them unbefitting the place 
and hour. But I am here to give the 
opinion which Me friends entertained 
of President McKinley, of course claim- 
ing no immunity from criticism in what 
I shall say. I believe, then, that the 
verdict of history Will be that hs met 
all these grave questions with perfect 
valor and Incomparable ability; that In 
grappling with them' be 'rose to the 
full height of a great occasion, In a 
manner which redounded to the lasting 
benefit of the country and to his own 
Immortal honor. 
The least desirable form of glory to a 
man of his habitual mqod and temper 
—that of successful war— was 
never- 
theless, conferred upon, him by uncon- 
trollable events. He felt It. must come: 
he deplored its necessity; he strained 
almost to breaking his ' rela..tlonB with 
his friends, In order, fll'St, to prevent 
and then to postpone It to the latest 
possible moment 
But when the '.die 
waa cast, he labored with the utmost 
energy and ardor, -and with an intelli- 
gence in military waiters which showed 
how much of- the soldier still survived 
In tho mature statesman to push for- 


the utmost 


Mr. Stedman, the dean of our poets, 


has called him "Augmenter 
of Ihe 
State." It is a proud title; if justly con- 
ferred, it ranks him among the few 
whose names may be placed definitely 
and forever In charge of the hislorlc 
muse. 
Under his rule Hawaii has 
come to us, and Tutuila; Puerto Rico 
and the vast archipelago of the cast. 
Cuba is free. Our position in the Carib- 
bean Is assured beyond the possibility 
of fulure question. The doctrine called 
by the name ot Monroe, so long derided 
and denied by alien publicists, evokes 
now no challenge or contradiction when 
uttered to the world. It has become an 
international truism. 
Our sister re- 
publics to the south of us are convinced 
that we desire only their peace and 
prosperity. 
Europe knows that we 
cherish no dreams but those of world- 
wide commerce, the benefit of \yhlch 
shall be to all nations. The state is 
augmented, but it threatens no nation 
under heaven. 
As to 
those 
regions 
which have come under the shadow of 
our flag, the possibility of their being 
damaged by such a change of circum- 
stances was In the view of McKinley a 
thing unthinkable. To believe that we 
could not administer them to their ad- 
vanlage, was to lurn 
infidel lo our 


American faith of more than a hundred 
years. 


In dealing with foreign powers, he 


will take rank with the greatest of our 
diplomatists. It was a world of which 
he had little special knowledge before 
coming to the presidency. But his mar- 
velous adaptability was in nothing 
more remarkable than in the firm grasp 
he immediately displayed In interna- 
tional relations. In preparing- for-war 
and in the restoration of peace he was 
alike adroit, courteous, and. far-sighted. 
When a sudden emergency declared It- 
self, as in China, m a state of things 
of which our hislory furnished no prc- 
cedenl and international law no safe 
and certain precept, he hesitated not a 
moment to take the course marked out 
for him by considerations o'f humanity 
and the national interests. Even while 
the legations were fighting for , their 
lives against bands 
of 
infuriated 


fanatics, he decided lhai we were al 
peace with China; and While that con- 
clusion did not hinder him from tak- 
ing the. most energetic measures to res- 
cue our imperial citizens, it enabled him 
to maintain close and friendly relations 
with the wise and herojc viceroys of the 
south, whose resolute stand saved that 
indent empire from anarchy and spol* 
iation. He disposed of every question 
is It arose with a promptness and clar- 
ity of vision thai astonished his advis- 
ers, and he never had occasion to re- 
view a judgment or reverse a decision. 
By patience, by firmness, by sheer 


reasonableness, he Improved our un- 
derslandlng with all the greal powers of 
the world, and righily gained the bless- 
(ng* which belongs to the peacemakers. 
iirBut the achievements of the nation 
In :war and diplomacy arq. ,lh.rpwn..ln 
WS, shade by the vast economical de- 
v^lopments which took place during Mr. 
McKinley's administration. Up to the 
time of his firsl elecllon. the country 
was suffering from a long period of 
depression, the reasons of which I will 
nol Iry to seek. But-from the moment 
the ballots were counted that betokened 
nis advent to power a great and mo- 
mentous movement 
in 
adyancc- de- 
clared Itself along all the lines .of in- 
dustry and commerce. 
In^othc 
very 


month of his inauguration; steel -rails 
began to be sold at $18 a ton—one of 
the most significant facts ,of -modern 
limes. II meanl that Ameriqan Indus- 
tries had adjusted themselves • to the 
long depression—thai through the pow- 
er of Ihe race to organize and combine, 
stimulated by the conclillons Ihen pre- 
vailing, and perhaps by the prospect of 
legislation 
favorable 
lo 
induslry 
America had begun to undersell Ihe resl 
of Ihe world. The movement went on 
without ceasing. The president and his 
party kept the pledges of their plat- 
form and Iheir canvass. The Dingley 
bill was speedily framed and sel in 
operallon. All induslriea responded to 
the new stimulus and American trade 
sel oul on Its new crusade, nol to con- 
quer the world, but to trade with it on 
terms advantageous to all concerned. 
1 will not weary you with statistics; 
but one or two words seem necessary to 
show how the acts of 
McKinley as 


president kept pace with his professions 
as candidate. His four years ot ad- 
minislralion were cosily; we carried 
on a war which, though brief, was ex- 
pensive. Although we borrowed $200,- 
000,000 and paid our 
own 
expenses 


without asking for indemnity, the pf- 
fective reduction of the debt now ex- 
ceeds the total of the war bonds 
We 


pay 
$6,000,000 less in interest than \vo 


did before the war and no bond of the 
United States yields the holder two per 
cent, on Us markel value. So much for 
Ihe government credit: and 
we have 


$546,000,000 of gross gold in the treasury 


But, comlns to the development of 
our trade in the four McKinley years 
we seem to be entering the realm of 
fable. In the last-fiscal year our ex- 
c?fo °.f 9xPor'a over Imports was $664,- 
592,826. In the last four years It was 
«,354,4«,2«. These figures m-e so stu- 
pendous that they mean little to a care- 
less reader-but consider! The excess 
or exports over Imports for the whole 
preceding period from 1700 to 
1897—

plaining that I do not invoke for any 
man the credit of this vasl result The 
caplain can nol claim thai it is he 
who drives the mighty sleamshln over 
Ihe lumbling billows of Ihe Iracltless 
deep; bul praise is Juslly due him if 
he has made Ihe besl of her Irernen- 
dous powers, if he has read aright the 
currents of the sea and the lessons of 
tho stars.

dial and brotherly words will linger 
long, and his name will be cherished 
in many a household where even yet 
the lost cause is worshipped. 


Mr. McKinley was re-elected by an 


overwhelming majority. 
There had 


been little doubt of the result among 
well-informed people; but when it was 
known, a profound feeling of relief 
and renewal of trust were 
evident 


among the leaders of capital and inans- 
trv. not only in this country, but every- 
where. They felt that the immediate 
future was secure, and that trade and 
commerce might safely push forward 
in every field of effort and enterprise. 
He Inspired universal confidence, which 
is the lifeblood of the commercial sys- 
tem of the world. It began frequently 
to be said that such a state of things 
ought to continue; one after another, 
men of prominence said that the presi- 
dent was his own best successor. He 
paid little attention to these sugges- 
tions until they were repeated by some 
of his nearest . friends. Then he saw 
that one of the most cherished tradi- 
tions of our public life was in danger. 
The generation which has seen the 
prophecy of the papal throne— non vlae- 
bis annos Petri— twice contradicted by 
the longevity of holy men was In peril 
of forgetting the unwritten law of our 
republic: Thou shall not exceed the 
years of Washington. 
The president 


saw It was time to speak, and in his 
characlerislic manner he spoke, briefly, 
but 
enough. 
Where 
the lightning 
slrikes Ihere is, no need of Iteration. 
From that hour, no one dreamed of 
doubting his purpose of retiring at the 
end of his second term, and It will be 
long before another such lesson is re- 
quired. 
He left thai the harvest time was 


come, to garner in the fruits of so much 
planting and culture, and he was de- 
termined that nothing he might do<or 
say should be liable to reproach of a 
personal interest. Let MS say frankly 
he was a party man: he believed the 
policies advocated by him and 
his 
friends counted for much in the coun- 
try's progress and prosperity. 
He 


hoped in his second term to accomplish 
substantial results in the development 
and affirmation 'of those policies. 
I 


spent a day with him shortly before 
he started on his fateful journey to 
Buffalo. Never had I seen him higher 
in hope and patriotic confidence. 
He 


was as sure of the future of his coun- 
try as the psalmist who cried, "Glor- 
ious things are spoken of thee, Ihou 
City of God." He was 
gratified to 
the heart that we had arranged 
a 
treaty which gave us a free hand In 
the isthmus. 
In ..fancy .]!&,. saw the 


canal already built,.and,thena,reosles of 
the world passing through Jt in peace 
and amity. He saw in the immense 
evolution of American trade the ful- 
fillment of all his dreajns, the reward 
of. all his labors. He was— I need not 
say — an 
ardent protectionist, never 


more sincere an'd devoted than during 
those last days of his life. He regarded 
reciprocity as the bulwark of protec- 
tion—not a .breach, but a fulfillment of 
the law. The treaties which had for 
four years been preparing under his 
personal supervision he regarded as an- 
cillary to the general scheme. He was 
opposed to any revolutionary plan of 
change in the existing legislation; he 
was grateful to point out that every- 
thing he had done was 
In 
faithful 


compliance with the law Itself. ' 


In that mood of high hope, of gen- 
erous expectation, he went to Buffalo, 
and there, on the threshold of eternity, 
he delivered that memorable speech, 
worthy for its loftiness of tones, Its 
blameless morality, its breadth of view, 
to be regarded as his testament to the 
nation. Through all his pride of coun- 
try and his joy of Its success^ runs the 
note of solemn warning, as in Kipling's 
noble hymn, "Lest we forget."

prints a letter, alleged to have been written In 1755, 
by George Washington. 
The Ledger is a newspaper 


of sufficient standing and general reputation to war- 


rant more than passing attention for what at flrst sight 
appears to be a clever "fake." 
But the letter itself is 


so remarkable that it is not likely to be accepted by his- 
torians without something more positive than, the word 
of an anonymous newspaper correspondent, even though 
it is given publicity by such a sponsor as the Ledger. 
The lettter, with the introduction as given in the Ledger, 
is as follows: 


Cumberland, Md., Feb. 23.—The following let- 


ter, which is of a prophetic character, written by 
George Washington to Horatio Sharpe, colonial 
governor of Maryland, is in the possession.of J.

"To His Excly, Horatio Sharpe." 


The published writings of Washington, admittedly in- 


complete, contain,two letters written to Governor Sharpe 
of Maryland, one of them on April 24,1754, and the other 
on July 20, 1757. 
Both' of these are formal communica- 


tions on business matters and the tone of them is entirely 
different from that of the alleged letter contained in the 
Ledger. 
The - difference in style Is so marked that it 


adds very much to the doubt of the authenticity of the 
Ledger letter, since It appears extremely unlikely that 
this young officer who was so little known to Governor 
Sharpe that in April, 1754, he writes to the governor, "I 
ought flrst to have begged pardon of your excellency for 
this liberty of writing, as I am not happy enough to be 
ranked among those of your acquaintance," should stop 
to write in the midst of an arduous campaign where dan- 
ger was imminent a letter in which he descants on nat- 
ural resources and ventures upon a prophecy of coal 
mines and railway trains.

lettter written to his brother John, on June 28, George 
Washington says that on June 14, the day following the 
date of the alleged letter, "I was seized with

That operators of this kind, have been at work in 


the Boulder field is certain, and that is why we are be- 
ginning to hear that "things are looking bad," and "the 
district is all a fake." But it is just as unreasonable to 
jump at this conclusion as it is to expect that every man, 
woman or child who buys a hundred dollars' worth of 
paper certificates with the word "Boulder" and a picture 
of an oil derrick printed on them is going to be made a 
millionaire thereby. 


Frequently in the past few weeks the Gazette has 


called attention to the fact that "investment" is one thing 
and "development" is something else and "speculation" is 
quite different from either one of the others. 


Boulder oil district is as yet a very doubtful field-for 


investment, and for the great majority of people it 
would be absolute folly to regard it in that way. 
It 


is a very fair and promising field for prospective develop- 
ment, and when the wells that are now being sunk have 
reached a proper depth we will be able to tell whether it is 
as good as the Florence field, or better. 


And as for the iambs and the sharks, if the sharks are 


finding that their favorite food is getting shy and scarce, 
it is quite likely due'to the increasing intelligence of the 
lambs, and it is not at all the fault of the Boulder oil field.

ANOTHER COLLEGE BUILDING. 


*'I 'f HE STATEMENT made by Professor Parsons in his 
' I 
short address yesterday well illustrates the im- 


JL 
portance of the new building whose cornerstone 
he was assisting to lay. He said that the 13 


buildings now on the college campus have cost about 
$207,000, but that the total Cost of the new Science build- 
ing without its furniture .arid equipment would be $250,; 


000. 
In this one building, therefore, the college more than 


doubles its total equipment in buildings for its work. 


Such a showing illustrates in, a very striking way the 


rapid progress that is being made in the building up of 
the college and the development of Colorado Springs as an 
educational center. It has always been a notable charac- 
teristic of the growth of this college that the additions 
to it, whether of buildings, teachers or faculty, have been 
made in direct response to an earnest and pressing de- 
mand for larger accommodations for the students who 
were coming to It in constantly increasing numbers. 
Unfortunately, or possibly fortunately. Colorado college 
has not been one of those that have been created by 
large endowments,' in which the chief problem of its 
directors has been, to find a way of spending the money 
and of getting students to take advantage of tte educa- 
tional opportunities offered. 
In this college the reverse 


has been the case. The college began in response to a 
definite demand for an institution of higher education, 
and its progress nas been at all times preceded by an 
ever-increasing demand for better arid larger equipment. 


In the case of the new Science building, although it is 


the largest addition proportionately as well as the largest 
absolutely, that has been made, we may be sure that the 
usual rule will find no.exception. The possession of this 
building will enable the college to meet the demands made 
upon it only temporarily. It will create new demands; 
1t will attract new students; it will make more evident and 
more pressing the needs of the college in other directions; 
it will stimulate the professors to more earnest exertions 
In behalf of the cause to which they are giving their best 
efforts, and it will encourage the generous friends of the 
institution to new benefactions. 


The people of Colorado oprings need to have a better 


and a larger understanding of the work that the college 
is doing, and of its value to this community in an edu- 
cational and a business way. It is of the highest impor- 
tance, both to the city and to the state that there should 
be built up here such an institution as Colorado college 
has been made under the direction of its president, its 
faculty, its trustees and its students, undergraduates and 
alumni. All that has been said in the past in regard to 
its influence upon the future life ot the state, its value 
in cultivating and maintaining high standards of intel- 
lectual thought and moral influence Is only the expression 
of sobev facts, which are well attested by the experience 
of older communities. In the case of such a college as 
Harvard, Yale or Princeton, It is comparatively easy for 
the historian to trace, in part at least, its effect upon tna 
life of the state and the nation, and to get some idea^of 
the difference it would have made if these colleges had 
not existed. There is every reason to believe that what 
is true of Harvard and Yale will also be true for .Colorado 
college. 


It is also certain that, as a business investment, Colo- 


rado college is worth to the people of this city many times 
over all that it costs them to maintain it here. The fac- 
ulty and the students form by no means an inconsiderable 
portion of our population, and they contribute a good deal 
of business to our local merchants. Even more than this 
is tlve material value ot having located at this point an 
Institution especially adapted to our special conditions, 
and one which is already the subject of favorable com- 
ment and notice in all parts of the country,. and which 
bids fair in the near future to take a place in the front 
rank of American colleges. 


When our college is receiving large gifts of money 


from sources outside of this city and this state, when It 
is erecting buildings of the class ot those that are now 
going up upon the campus, or have recently been corn-

HER GOLDBERG TELLS OF 
RECEPTIONS TO THE PRINCE. 


Herr Ludwig Max Goldberg, royal 


privy councilor of commerce and mem- 
ber of the imperial German consulta- 
tion board for commercial measures, 
arrived at the Antlers yesterday ei> 
route from New York where he was 
host and'guest at a number of the 
festivities held there In honor of Prince 
Henry of Germany- Herr Goldberg is 
in the United States for the purpose of 
studying the industrial and commercial 
progress of this country, the economic 
conditions existent here, and particu- 
larly those branches of industry which 
are in direct competition with those of 
Germany. The foreign commerce, es- 
pecially that with Japan, China and 
the orient, will be made the subject of 
closest study by .Herr Goldberg, who 
will spend several months in San .Fran- 
cisco for this especial purpose. • Herr 
Goldberg has been In America since 
last October, taking an active part In 
the preparations for welcoming Prince 
Henry to this country. Upon 'all the 
great occaslons-'held in honor of Prince 
Henry, Hen- Goldberg was always a 
prominent guest. 


When seen at the Antlers yesterday, 
Herr Goldberg was most enthusiastic in 
his expressions for America. He stated 
that Prince Henry was more than de- 
lighted and surprised with his visit to 
the States, and that he had expressed a 
great desire to make another visit to 
America, when he would make a leis- 
urely trip. Including the extreme west 
and all parts of the United States. 
"It is my slncerest regret to say that 


this Is my first visit to America. Like 
ail Germans,' I have never held the 
United States at Its' full measure of 
greatness, and I might .also add that 
this Is also the criticism that I would 
make upon Americans—that is, they do 
not know the Germany of today!" said 
Herr Goldberg, who is extremely ur- 
bane and appears to have been' trained 
in the dignified 'politeness which- dis- 
tinguishes tne European diplomat. 


"The United States and Germany are 


the coming great na'tlphs. Both are 
yqung, both; are energetic, and both 
have everything In comnion. They rep- 
resent many similarities In their econ- 
omical development, a.nd the success of 
each has come with great strides. 
"His majesty, Emperor William, has 
the 'warmest liking for this country, 
which fondness is In no way actuated 
by diplomatic motives or considerations 
or commercial aggrandisement. He Is 
but reflecting: the sentiments of entire 


telllgence and labor are placed at tha 
disposal of the nations of the world; 


"New 
York—ah, that is your greatest 


city—IS it not also the greatest city in 
the world? It is the cit> of cities, the 
delight of the United States. There is 
a bond of union between Germany and 
the United' States, which we hope will 
grow stronger with the.years." 


After resting in Colorado Springs, 
Herr Goldberg will 
proceed to San 


Francisco where he will devote sev- 
eral months to the study of our for- 
eign commerce, especially our .relations 
with China, Japan and the East Indies. 
Decorated by President Loubet of 
France, Herr Goldberg speaka German, 
French and English with great fluency. 
He is accompanied by Frau Goldberg 
and Fraulelri Olga Sutro, of San Fran- 
cisco. All of the party are delighted
